Cost of Coinage and Assay. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 7.—The amount 


appropriated for the fiscal year 188C was 
$1,169,350; the amount expended vros 
$951,000, leaving unexpended of the ap- 
propriations over §218,000. In addition 
there was expended from continuous ap- 
propriation of 1878 for the coinage of the 
silver dollar $118,947, the total expendi- 
ture beinf,' about $1,070,000, or about 
8100,000 less than the appropriations. 
Tlie total expenditures for the fiscal year 
lb8B amounted to §1,261,601, aaainst $1,- 
070,000 in 1880, showing a reduction of 
expenditures during the fiscal year 188U 
ot about $101,000. Tlie expenses of tlie 
director's own bureau, including tlie 
laboratory, the collection of the statistics 
of production of the precious metals and 
Hie examination of the mints, amounted 
during the year 1886 to §37,031, and 
during 18SB to §33,306, a saving last year 
of 83,725, which, added to the saving on 
Ihe expenses of the miut and assay ollices, 
make tlie total reduction 
of expenses of 


the mint service during the last year lU- 
most $1'J5,000. 
The coinage executed 


during tlie year 1886 amounted to Si!4,- 
117,105.60, against $54,437,639.05 in 1885.

A isit of the State A eterfnnrian 


Dr. John Ousewell, of Chicago, state 


veterinary surgeon, visited Decatur last 
evening, and made a thorough investiga- 
tion of the existence of Texas fever in 
this section. In company with Dr J. F. 
Beid, assistant state veterinarian, hb vis- 
ited the fair grounds, saw Dan Gulp and 
Adam Blenz, learning from them and Dr. 
Keidnll the symptoms displayed by the 
eight or ten head c f cattle that have cued 
of the fever 
A full report of post mor- 


tem examinations made by Dr Reid was 
made, and Dr. Oasewell pronuonced the 
disease Southern or Texas fever. He 
commended Dr Reid for the prompt pre 
cautions he had taken in isolating the 
Cherokee cattle on August 30th, since 
which time none of the native cattle have 
been exposed to them in any manner. 
Ihere will be no danger if cows are not 
pastured with the imported cattle, or the 
Oherokees are not driven over the routes 
taken by native cattle 
This will be pre- 


vented as it has been since August 30th. 
Dr Oasewell oould not do anything, as 
Dr Reid bns done all that was necessary, 
and he departed this morning, leaving 
the assistant 
veterinarian in charge 


of the situation 
Native cattle cannot 


catch the fever from each other—only by 
exposure to cattle brought from the south 
Probably losers of cattle will bring suits 
for damages against the party who 
brought the diseased cattle to Deontur
